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MP slams plans to cut more hospital beds 


NEIL Parish has slammed the NEW Devon 
Clinical Commissioning Group as local 
hospitals are set to lose inpatient beds - and 
has rallied fellow Devon MPs to fight the 
closures. 

It was announced recently that beds at Seaton Hos¬ 
pital would be considered for closure in a consultation 
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as NHS’ Success Regime looks to cut costs and avoid 
a predicted £400 million deficit by 2020. 

At present, the CCG’s preferred option is to keep 
beds at Seaton, along with those in Tiverton and Ex¬ 
mouth, but would remove beds from Whipton Hospi¬ 
tal in Exeter and Sidmouth, as well as in Honiton and 
Okehampton. 

Community hospitals in Ottery St Mary and Axmin¬ 
ster lost their inpatient beds last year in the first round 
of cuts. There are currently four options on the table 
and two would see Seaton lose its beds, while the 
other two options would see the beds stay. 

Speaking at a Westminster Hall debate concerning 
healthcare provision in Devon, Neil Parish gave a ral¬ 
lying call to fellow MPs, including East Devon MP 
Sir Hugo Swire who had 
secured the debate. 

Mr Parish said: “I really 
feel that all our MPs 
across the whole of 
Devon need to unite, be¬ 
cause over the last two 
years the number of beds 
in our community hospi¬ 
tals has been halved. 

“I rather fear that we 
will be standing here in 
two years’ time saying 
that they have been 
halved. 

“Rather than fighting 
between each other 
which hospitals are kept 
open and which are 
closed, let us fight all the 
closures across Devon. 


“Otherwise we are just being picked off one by one 
and this is not the way to run a health service in 
Devon.” 

There are currently 143 inpatient beds in the CCG’s 
‘Eastern Devon’ area and the consultation would see 
one of four options chosen and the number of beds 
cut to just 72. 

Seaton doctors, town councillors and hospital 
League of Friends’ members announced recently that 
there will be a public meeting on Friday, November 
4th at the town hall at 2pm. 

Neil Parish will be in attendance and organisers 
have invited a member from the CCG to speak also. 

Seaton Town Council released a statement recently 
saying they were gravely concerned with the consul¬ 
tation announcement. 

A spokesperson for the council said: “Seaton Town 
Council considered the four options in the consulta¬ 
tion being conducted by the NEW Devon Clinical 




Commissioning Group and expressed its grave con¬ 
cern at the removal of beds from Seaton Hospital 
which would be entailed by Options B and D. 

“The town council is not at all satisfied that the pro¬ 
posed new model for assessment, access and rapid re¬ 
sponse will substitute for the valuable care that the 
beds in the hospital enable it to provide. 

“Moreover, the town council understands why other 
local hospitals are valued by communities in East 
Devon and does not accept the necessity of losing fur¬ 
ther beds. 

“The town council does not agree that the relatively 
small amounts that will be saved by the proposed clo¬ 
sures justify the loss of valuable local facilities.”

MP’s rallying call 

MP NEIL Parish has slammed the NEW Devon 
Clinical Commissioning Group as more local hos¬ 
pitals are set to lose their beds. 

Speaking at a Westminster Hall debate con¬ 
cerning healthcare provision in Devon, Mr Parish 
gave an impassioned defence of keeping inpa¬ 
tient beds open in Devon. 

Inpatient beds in Devon are currently undergo¬ 
ing a consultation period, as healthcare chiefs 
aim to slash the region's healthcare spending. 

It is predicted that by 2020 NEW Devon CCG 
could have a deficit of more than £400million and 
the ‘Success Regime', has been set-up to claw 
some of the money back. 

Neil Parish gave a rallying call to fellow MPs at 
the meeting, including East Devon MP Sir Hugo 
Swire who had secured the debate. 

Mr Parish said: “I really feel that all our 
MPs across the whole of Devon need to unite, 
because over the last two years the number of 
beds in our community hospitals has been 
halved."

MPs fighting for Devon beds |_ j 


WHEN moves to shut down the beds at Axminster 
Hospital were first suggested and the public con¬ 
sultation started there was a feeling in the town 
that it was a foregone conclusion and the NEW 
Devon CCG were just going through the motions. 
They have, and will, deny this strongly. 

There was a certain inevitability about the whole 
process and the people of Axminster felt they had 
been treated poorly throughout the process. 

It would seem that local MP Neil Parish had a sim¬ 
ilar opinion and in the Palace of Westminster last 
week he pointed the finger at an NHS official, quot¬ 
ing her as saying: “We have made the decision, we 
know best and we will overrule anybody who says 
any different.” 

Unfortunately, Mr Parish attributed that arrogant 
quotation to the present Lead Chief Executive of 
the CCG’s Success Regime, Angela Pedder, who at 
the time was Chief Executive of the Royal Devon 
and Exeter Hospital and had nothing to do with the 
decision at all. 

The NEW Devon CCG have issued a statement this 
week saying Mr Parish’s information was incorrect. 
No doubt he will withdraw it. 

It matters little, however. The anger over the clo¬ 
sure of community beds across East Devon re¬ 
mains extremely strong and Mr Parish’s 
Westminster colleague, Sir Hugo Swire, is equally 


unhappy with how the whole question has been ad¬ 
dressed. 

Speaking in a debate on healthcare provision in 
Devon, Sir Hugo warned Health Minister Philip 
Dunne that Devon MPs were a “quiet bunch” (since 
when?) but they would fight “tenaciously” to pro¬ 
tect the livelihoods of their constituents. We would 
expect no less of them. 

Sir Hugo made a great play, quite rightly, in high¬ 
lighting the many millions of pounds that had been 
raised locally across East Devon to make their hos¬ 
pitals more comfortable and better equipped. 

This was a theme I wrote about in this column 
when Axminster was fighting to retain its beds, 
asking what would happen to the many items of 
equipment that had been acquired through volun¬ 
tary effort. 

Would they end up in the RD&E, or would the 
money be returned to the communities (fat chance 
of that happening)? 

No one underestimates the challenges faced by 
NHS officials in these difficult times, but arrogant 
comments highlighted by Mr Parish, no matter who 
said them, only goes to reinforce the view of many 
that there was never any chance of saving the beds, 
so why spend so much time, effort and cost on pre¬ 
tending otherwise?

Council tax to rise 


as district accepts 
'unfair' funding deal 


from government 


SOUTH Somerset residents will see a rise in their 
council tax after the district council "reluctantly" 
accepted a four-year settlement of central gov¬ 
ernment grants. 

Discussions with the Department for Communi¬ 
ties and Local Government over funding made 
clear that all four years of the settlement had to be 
accepted and that under no circumstances would 
any authority be better off by rejecting the offer. 

The Minister for Local Government, Marcus 
Jones, has indicated that he hopes to add more to 
the offer for those authorities that accept. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, South Somerset District 
Council leader, said: "The council was given two 
choices by the government and neither was right 
or fair to the council tax payers of South Somerset. 

Agreement to the settlement will leave the 
council with a negative Revenue Support Grant 
(RSG) in the fourth year 2019/20 when £330,000 
from local taxation will be returned to the gov¬ 
ernment for redistribution to other authorities. 

Councillor Pallister finished: "We will continue 
the fight for a fairer settlement for our residents."

In the report on the examination into the Devon 
Minerals Plan, the inspector wrote: 1 ‘Devon Miner¬ 
als Plan satisfies the requirement of Section 20(5) 
of the 2004 act and meets the criteria for sound¬ 
ness in the National Planning Policy Framework." 

The Straitgate Action Group's said: With hun¬ 
dreds of consultation responses comprehen¬ 
sively ignored over the last four years, Aggregate 
Industries and the other mineral companies may 
as well have written the plan themselves."

Beer’s national silver medal, the second

“That was a great achievement in itself as 
well, and I think many people expected us to 
win another gold,” added Ursula. 

“But at the national level the marking stan¬ 
dards and requirements of the RHS are much 
more complicated and difficult to meet.

Suggestions to help pets 
during firework season 


THE AUTUMN and winter months bring a 
time of explosive celebrations that can cause 
terror for dogs, cats and rabbits and now is the 
time that pet owners could be thinking about 
taking steps to prepare and protect their pet 
from the fear of fireworks. 

There are several things that can be done to 
make it as stress free as possible. 

• Most dogs and cats have a favourite place 
to go and hide, if not you need to create a 
hideaway where they can feel safe. A room that 
is quiet and has minimal windows is the most 
suitable. 

• Installing an Adaptil™ or Feliway ™ 
diffuser close to the refuge area may encourage 
them to settle, feel relaxed and confident. This 
should be done 2-4 weeks prior to the 
expected stress. 

• Provide blankets for him to hide under and 
burrow. A woolly jumper that has your scent on 
can be comforting. 

• Close the curtains to block out flashes of 
light and as much of the sound as possible. 

• Take your dog out for a walk an hour before 
the expected stress to go to the toilet and feed 
him an early evening meal to help him feel 
relaxed. A meal high in carbohydrates such as 
pasta or rice is ideal. 

• Play some background music that your dog 
normally hears (and doesn’t object to!), or 
leave the television on.

• Offer chews and treats to your dog in his 
hiding place. He will then see this hiding place 
as a good place to go, and he can chew on these 
to relieve his tension. 

• Ignore the sounds of the fireworks yourself 
and do not soothe or comfort your dog. It may 
be difficult to do this but it is the worst thing to 
do. It gives your dog the impression that there 
is something to be frightened of and rewards 
him for being scared. 

• Cats need to be confined to the house and 
provided with a litter tray. 

• If your pet gets particularly distressed we 
recommend you talk to your vet about short 
acting medication. Old-fashioned sedatives 
have been replaced with modem anti anxiety 
dmgs which help treat the problem, rather than 
just mask it. 

• Small mammals like rabbits and guinea pigs 
that live outside should not be forgotten. If 
possible move them into a shed or outhouse. 
Covering the front of the hutch with a blanket 
can help cut out some of the noise and flashes 
of light. 

If you require any more information about 
helping your pet, then just call and speak to 
either a Vet or Veterinary Nurse who will be 
happy to help.

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Traveller site planning guidance in consultation 


NEW detailed planning guidance de¬ 
signed to help East Devon District 
Council determine applications for 
gypsy and traveller sites is currently 
undergoing consultation. 

The public has until November 
15th to send in any comments on the 
East Devon Gypsy and Traveller Site 
Design and Layout Supplementary 
Planning Document (SPD) and the 
information that is legally required to 
support it. 

All feedback received on the draft 
document will be used to help inform 
any further revisions. 

Studies show that nationally gyp¬ 
sies and travellers continue to face a 
10 per cent lower life expectancy 
than the general population. 

The factors contributing to this 
declining health problem are sub¬ 
standard accommodation, as well as 
poor health, low educational attain¬ 
ment and community isolation in so¬ 
ciety. 

The Gypsy and Traveller SPD will 
help ensure that these needs are met 
by setting out a list of clear criteria 
against which all planning applica¬ 
tions for proposed sites and exten¬ 
sions to existing sites will be 
measured. 

All new schemes will have to com¬ 
ply with high standards in terms of 
privacy, landscaping, density of 
pitches, size of pitches, residents’ 
safety and what should be provided 
on a pitch. 

East Devon say they are keen to re¬ 


ceive feedback on the draft 
guiding principles, which are based 
on Government guidance and good 
practice from neighbouring authori¬ 
ties.

Councillor Andrew Moulding, who 
is East Devon District Council’s 
portfolio holder for strategic devel¬ 
opment and partnerships, said: “It is 
vital that East Devon supports ethnic 
minority communities such as the 
gypsies and travellers. 

“We must continue to drive change 
and offer them improved opportuni¬ 
ties within the district. 

“We would like to help create last¬ 
ing and measurable changes that will 
benefit and enhance their way of life, 
enabling them to live longer, health¬ 
ier and more fulfilling lives. 

“Once the SPD has been adopted it 
will be used as a clear reference 
guide to make certain that the sites 
being put forward provide high qual¬ 
ity environments that meet the basic 


living requirements of residents. 

“The document will not determine 
where the sites will be permitted but it 
will be aimed at achieving a high quality 


appearance, as well as safe, healthy living 
conditions for the residents. 

“We must take responsibility for these 
people who are an integral part of East 


Devon’s cultural mix and help them by 
ensuring that traveller sites are well 
thought out and able to support healthy, 
productive, happy lifestyles.”

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Artist demonstrates how to 
paint ‘big and bold’ wildlife 


SEATON AND DISTRICT ART SOCIETY 

WITH a range of house painting brushes, from half 
inch to two inch, Tiverton artist Gregory Wellman 
conjured a pair of rhinoceroses in his ‘Big and 
Bold Wildlife’ demonstration to Seaton and Dis¬ 
trict Art Society’s October meeting at Seaton Town 
Hall. 

Using mostly inexpensive Reeves acrylic paints 
and a stretched box canvas prepared with a purple 
mix and a shadowy, freehand painted outline of his 
subject, Gregory said he had in the past painted 
highly detailed and accurate animal studies but 
now he was “going impressionistic and working 
on a larger scale.” 

He wanted to concentrate on the process of his 
demo and was using one of his previous paintings 


of rhinos taken from his own photographs as his 
reference. 

He told his audience about the “forgiving nature” 
of acrylics, which banishes some of the fear of get¬ 
ting it wrong. Using a large, deep palette lined with 
wet kitchen paper and a sheet of greaseproof paper 
he showed how he painted just enough for our 
brains to accept the shape - not necessarily being 
realistic as long as the tones work and the form be¬ 
gins to appear. 

He suggested the direction of the brush strokes 
should emulate the direction of the planes, chang¬ 
ing the direction of the brush to describe the 
planes. 

With the form established he used his fingers to 
blend the paint for soft areas such as the inside of 
the ears. 

He likes to move 
around as he paints - “it 
makes for a more ener¬ 
getic picture” - and his 
Seaton audience was 
delighted because it 
meant that everyone 
had a good view of the 
emerging rhinos. 

From wild animals to 
‘Expressive Flowers’ in 
acrylics next month 
when Terry Whitworth 
gives the society’s 
November 7th demon¬ 
stration at Seaton Town 
Hall, from 2-4pm. New 
members and visitors 
are welcome (£3).

Why aren’t we flying the flag? 


■ FIRST let me say thank you 
to Pulmon’s View for publishing 
the article on the front page [re¬ 
garding why a flag isn’t flown 
permanently in Seaton’s Wind¬ 
sor Gardens]. 

This, I am pleased to see, has 
created a great amount of dia¬ 
logue both verbally and in the 
printed word. 

As member of the Seaton 
community for some three 
years now, I have noticed, with 
interest, the distinct lack of a 
flag flying from the fabricated 
flag pole in Windsor Gardens. 

I had therefore, back in 
September 2015, asked the 
then town clerk why a Union 
Flag could not be flown? 

The answer being: “EDDC own 
the site but contact the Royal 
British Legion for guidance.” 

I dutifully asked the RBL, and 
was asked to attend one their 
meetings back in November 
2015 and spoke with various 
members who informed me 
that a Union Flag had been 
raised for a period of time in the 
past and after a few days had 
been asked by ‘others’ to re¬ 
move it. 

With this information I con¬ 
tacted our MP, Neil Parish re¬ 
questing his guidance. 

Mr Parish was extremely 
helpful and a favourable out¬ 
come being that the EDDC, who 
manage Windsor Gardens, 
stating: ‘‘If the suggestion was 


supported by Seaton Town 
Council, then we would have NO 
OBJECTION to the Union Flag 
being flown permanently from 
the flag pole by the town coun¬ 
cil”. 

It was discovered a town 
council meeting on May 23rd 
2016, made recommendations 
(Agenda 8 44/16) for flying 
flags as publicised on the coun¬ 
cils’ website as appropriate, 
then asking the British Legion 
to manage flag flying. 

The occasional task, as re¬ 
ported, had been dutifully car¬ 
ried out by certain individuals. 

The reader of this letter must 
now be thinking ‘why not just 
fly the flag?’ 

Why not indeed? The council 
(local and district) are fine with 
the idea, and both the Depart¬ 
ment for Communities & Local 
Government and the College of 
Arms guidelines could be easily 
fulfilled, showing the correct 
RESPECT for a permanently 
hoisted Union Flag (i.e. 
overnight illumination). 

Obviously compromises while 


flying ANY FLAG have to be al¬ 
lowed for by the town council 
and residents alike, a few of 
which are ex-military people 
who would still like to strictly 
adhere to their past service flag 
flying protocols. 

Just to clarify, there is no law 
or protocol of police stopping 
anyone flying a flag respect¬ 
fully. 

Flags are a very British way of 
expressing joy and pride - they 
are emotive symbols which can 
boost local and national identi¬ 
ties and streng-then commu¬ 
nity cohesion. 

I for one would be very happy 
to work with any groups, per¬ 
son or persons who wish to 
move this matter to a happy 
conclusion. 

Therefore I, like others, await 
the carefully considered views 
of our elected town council. 

On a lighter note it was re¬ 
freshing to see the pirate flag 
fluttering during Carnival week.

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Students trek across West Dorset in 



WITH route cards prepared, maps ready 
and rucksacks packed, students from 
both Wadham School in Crewkerne and 
Holyrood Academy in Chard headed off 
on expeditions around West Dorset last 
week for their Duke of Edinburgh Award. 

The Duke of Edinburgh Awards qualify¬ 
ing expedition for Wadham pupils fol¬ 
lowed a previous practice expedition in 
Wareham Forest back in June. 

Groups were dropped at Maiden Castle, 
Abbotsbury and Hardy’s Monument. 
Tasks for the expedition groups varied 
from a “Survey of styles and fences in 
West Dorset" to “A video blog of the 
emotional ups and downs on a two-day 
expedition". 

A spokesperson for Wadham said: 
“Walking conditions were nearly ideal;

The external assessor, Steve Marsh, 
from Frome College, met up with most 
groups during the walk on the Saturday 
to check the ‘20 Conditions’ - the expe¬ 
dition criteria laid down by the D of E - 
were being met. 

The spokesperson added: “The groups 
camped at Sea Barn Farm near the 
Dorset coast. Tents pitched and stoves 
burning, a variety of pasta dishes were 
prepared for hungry participants. As the 
sun went down the temperature dropped 
but not without sight of a spectacular 
sunset. 

“The students awoke on Sunday to a 
beautiful sunny, wind free morning. 


Groups made an early start and made 
their way to the final arrival points at 
Maiden Castle and Abbotsbury, under¬ 
taking activities on route." 

All groups managed to complete the 
necessary five hours walking and one 
hour activity on both days and success¬ 
fully reached their destination points. 

The spokesperson finished: “This is the 
first time the school has taken 40 or so 
students on a qualifying expedition and 
are delighted to report that all partici¬ 
pants have passed this element of the 
award. The next stage for the Wadham 
students is to give a group presentation 
of the tasks they undertook to school 
staff." 

Mixed weather didn't hamper Holy- 
rood’s 47 enthusiastic trekkers on as 
they embarked on their final expedition 
as part of their Duke of Edinburgh award. 

Leaving Thorncombe bright and early, 
all students braved the lashing rain to ar¬ 
rive at Monkton Wyld Campsite near 
Lyme Regis where they pitched their 
tents for the night. Warm sunshine 
greeted them the following morning for 
their return journey to Hawkchurch. 

Mr Paul Reid, head of the Bronze DofE 
Programme at Holyrood, said: “All their 
practise paid off to result in a pass for all 
students. Everyone worked incredibly 
hard this weekend and I was absolutely 
delighted at their achievement. They now 
have the three other elements of the 
award to complete - skill, volunteering 
and fitness."

WHILE constant, crippling tiredness can some¬ 
times be a sign of illness, in women, it could 
mean something far simpler - iron deficiency. 

It's estimated around one in 10 UK women suf¬ 
fer from iron deficiency, yet many have no idea, 
even though their iron levels might be so low 
that their body's producing less red blood cells, 
meaning they have full-blown iron-deficiency 
anaemia. 

This can have a significant impact, as iron 
plays an essential role in the production of red 
blood cells, which are responsible for carrying 
oxygen around the body, keeping our various tis¬ 
sues and organs in working order. 

So if someone has iron-deficiency anaemia, 
less red blood cells than normal are made, so less 
oxygen circulates in the bloodstream - hence the 
fatigue. 

BATTLING ON 

But while the symptoms - including tiredness, 
shortness of breath, palpitations and a rapid heart 
rate, headaches, paleness, hair loss and brittle 
nails - can have a significant affect, they're often 
ignored, or dismissed as an inevitable side-effect 
to our hectic, modem lifestyles. 

Iron deficiency expert Professor Toby 
Richards, a consultant surgeon based at Univer¬ 
sity College Hospitals London, points out that a 
survey of 9,000 women revealed the average fe¬ 
male has symptoms of iron deficiency three to 
five years before seeing a doctor. 

"When women seek help, it's often because 
they're so exhausted they can't get out of bed," 
says Richards. "They complain about poor hair 
quality and brittle nails - you need good iron lev¬ 
els to regenerate hair, so women might comb 
their hair after a shower and notice hair loss. 

"It can be incredibly distressing, but the vast 
majority have no idea it's iron deficiency. It's so 
common and right in front of us that we ignore 
it." 

WHY WOMEN? 

Richards says he tested 257 women doing a 
half-marathon, and found 17% had iron defi¬ 
ciency - yet nearly all of them were unaware of 
it. 

A major cause is heavy periods or pregnancy 
(the body needs extra iron for the baby), while 
one in every 100-200 men has iron deficiency - 
normally because they have bleeding in the 
stomach from an ulcer, or an illness like coeliac 
disease, which makes nutrients, including iron, 
harder to absorb. Iron deficiency because of a 
lack of iron in the diet is rare in men. 

A woman's body, meanwhile, contains 4-5 
litres of blood, and while on average, 30-50ml is 
lost during menstruation, the one in four who 
suffer from heavy periods can lose 80ml - the 
equivalent of a litre a year. 

"That's quite a lot of blood - the same amount 
you'd lose during major surgery," notes Richards. 

CREEPING UP 

Heavy periods mean a woman can lose be¬ 
tween 200-500mg of iron a year, but the body 
only absorbs 5-10mg a day through the diet. 

"The balance is quite finely tuned," explains 
Richards, "so if you're not eating properly or you 
have heavy menstrual bleeding, then slowly and 
insidiously, iron deficiency creeps up on you. 

"Heavy menstrual loss means you're losing a 
lot of iron, and the ability to absorb iron doesn't 


necessarily catch up," he adds. "So you could be 
just deficient by a small amount, say 5% a year, 
and then suddenly - bang - you run out of iron 
stores and you become anaemic. At that point, 
you're 1,000mg of iron or more behind." 

FOOD STORES 

The body contains stores of around 3,000mg 
of iron, with 5-10mg a day absorbed predomi¬ 
nantly through dietary intake of iron-rich foods, 
such as red meat and fortified cereals. 

There are two types of iron in food: haem 
(found in red meat, chicken and fish and easily 
absorbed) and non-haem (found in plant foods, 
such as leafy green vegetables, cereals, beans 
and lentils and dairy products, and less easily ab¬ 
sorbed). Eating vitamin C at the same time as 
foods containing non-haem iron can aid absorp¬ 
tion, although much greater quantities of non¬ 
haem iron foods need to be consumed to absorb 
the equivalent amounts found in haem-iron 
foods. 

It's also important not to drink tea or coffee 
with meals, as they prevent absorption of iron 
from the gut. 

"There's no substitute for a good quality, 
healthy balanced diet that's rich in red meat," 
says Richards. "Modifying the diet will sort out 
two-thirds of people with iron deficiency." 

EXTRA HELP 

In some cases, however, dietary sources alone 
might not be enough. 

This particularly applies for certain causes of 
anaemia, such as vitamin B12 deficiency (in¬ 
cluding the autoimmune condition pernicious 
anaemia) or sickle cell disease. However, iron 
deficiency is by far the most common cause of 
anaemia, and if left untreated, as well as having 
to endure the symptoms, it can make people 
more susceptible to illness and infection, as a 
lack of iron affects the immune system. 

Fortunately, treatment's usually fairly simple - 
with the use of supplements, alongside dietary 
modifications. 

While taking iron supplements can start to im¬ 
prove the number of red cells (haemoglobin) 
within weeks, making people feel better, 
Richards says it can take three to six months to 
restore iron levels to normal. 

Another option is iron infusion; Richards runs 
the private Iron Clinic in London, where such in¬ 
fusions cost £650 for a half-hour treatment 
which completely replenishes the body's iron 
stocks. 

"Most people have heard of iron deficiency and 
anaemia. It's so common, and people become ac¬ 
customed to it," he says. 

"There's a huge need to raise awareness of the 
symptoms -1 think a lot of people are really suf¬ 
fering with it."

FOR some, a good foot massage is total bliss, 
while others cringe at the mere thought of bar¬ 
ing their feet, let alone having them touched. 

Wherever you sit on the footsie comfort 
scale, treating your tootsies to some TFC goes 
much further than a pedi and polish... 

The ancient art of reflexology has been prac¬ 
tised for hundreds of years, throughout Chi¬ 
nese and Egyptian history, but was first called 
reflexology in 1913, by the American medical 
professionals, William H. Fitzgerald and 
Edwin F. Bowers. 

But what is it and how does it work? 

WHAT IS IT? 

"Reflexology is a complementary holistic 
healing therapy that works your whole body 
system through your feet and also, on occa¬ 
sion, through your hands," explains trained re¬ 
flexologist Sharon Walker. "A reflexologist 
will work along your feet, massaging particular 
reflex points which have been found to corre¬ 
late and reflect other areas of the body - so the 
toes are linked with the head and brain, for in¬ 
stance, and so on." 

HOW DOES IT WORK? 

The idea is that energy points in the feet are 
revitalised through massage, which relieves 
tension elsewhere in the body, helping to min¬ 
imise and ward off pain, discomfort and ill¬ 
ness. "Working and massaging congested or 
'crunchy' points found in the feet, can help re¬ 
lease tension and pain in the corresponding 
point in the body, which can help rebalance 
you," explains Walker. 

WHAT CAN IT TREAT? 

Reflexology is used to help soothe physical 
as well as mental ailments. It's a way to find 
peace and calm mentally, as well as physically. 
"The fact you lie down for an hour, away from 
the stresses and strains of every day life, means 
reflexology is also great for settling yourself 
and finding a way to just 'be' in the moment, 
as well as being a great way to reboot your sys¬ 
tem," says Walker. 

DO YOU HAVE TO VISIT 
A REFLEXOLOGIST? 

It is, naturally, ideal to visit a trained reflex¬ 
ologist, however, "a great way to work these 
pressure and reflex points in the feet, without 
seeing a reflexologist specifically, is to walk 
barefoot, particularly on the beach," says 
Walker. "Doing that, all the points in your feet 
are worked equally, which explains why we 
often feel re-energised after a walk on the 
beach." 

WHAT ELSE? 

It's also been found through reflexology that 
the shape and colour of your feet can point to 
certain personality traits and health factors. For 
example, dry, cracked feet reveals dehydration, 
while patchy yellow and red skin on the feet 
can indicate signs of infection elsewhere in the 
body. "Traditionally, foot shapes have also 
been seen as ways to denote character types," 
explains Walker. "So, if your toes are bent, it 
has been said that means you may not reach 
your potential, while, if your second toe is 
longer than your big toe, emotionally you are 
prone to experiencing great highs and lows."

TIPS FOR HEALTHY BONES

AS we age, bones tend to lose density, and con¬ 
ditions like osteoporosis, as well as osteoarthri¬ 
tis (causing stiff and painful joints), become 
more common. 

While it isn't always possible to prevent these 
things entirely, there is a lot we can do to help 
our skeletons and supporting soft tissues stay 
in good shape. 

Bones and joints play a huge role in our 
health and general wellbeing; they're key to 
keeping active and mobile, and yet can be 
highly susceptible to injury and pain, so keep¬ 
ing them healthy is vital. 

It's well known that diet's important: calcium 
and vitamin D, for example, are essential for 
building strong bones, while omega-3-rich 
foods, like oily fish, are believed to help pro¬ 
tect joints. 

Supporting our skeletons goes beyond what 
we eat and drink, however. Here are some sim¬ 
ple ways to keep those bones and joints in 
good nick... 

KEEP MUSCLES STRONG 

Over the years, wear and tear can weaken 
joints and ligaments. While there are often 
things we can do to address specific problems 
- such as joint replacement surgeries and phys¬ 
iotherapy - one of the best things we can do is 
prevent problems from arising or worsening by 
keeping the muscles that support and surround 
our joints strong. 

This takes the pressure off the more vulnera¬ 
ble bones and soft tissues of the joint, helping 
them stay healthy and pain-free. Swimming is 
an excellent exercise which works all major 
muscle groups without putting pressure on 
joints. Cycling is another good choice. 

DO SOME WEIGHT-BEARING 
EXERCISE 

As excellent as swimming is, in an ideal 
world, it's wise to combine it with some 
weight-bearing exercise too, such as walking, 
dancing, or even doing steps up and down the 
bottom stair at home. Weight-bearing move¬ 
ment actively helps to build up bone strength. 

Of course, overdoing it isn't going to help ei¬ 
ther, so build up slowly and speak to your 
physiotherapist or doctor for advice if you al¬ 
ready have problems. 

STRETCH IT OUT 

If stiff and painful bones and joints are an 
issue, often the last thing you feel like doing is 
attempting to stretch. However, there is evi¬ 
dence that keeping supple, and practising yoga 
and Pilates-based exercises, can help reduce 
pain and improve joint health. 

Again, always check with a healthcare pro¬ 
fessional before starting any new exercise 
regimes if you have a history of health prob¬ 
lems, and go gently and listen to your body - 
but making some simple stretches part of your 
regular routine could significantly ease prob¬ 
lems in the long run. 

MAINTAIN A HEALTHY WEIGHT 

Being underweight is sometimes linked to a 
higher risk of fractures and osteoporosis, while 
being overweight or obese can put extra pres¬ 
sure on joints, contributing to pain and stiff¬ 
ness. So, keeping to a healthy weight range can 
go a long way towards reducing problems like 
these.

HOW TO BE NICE 
TO YOUR KNEES

AS Baz Luhrmann told us in his 1999 song, Sun¬ 
screen: "Be kind to your knees, you'll miss them 
when they're gone." 

Some two million people around the world have 
surgery called knee arthoscopy every year to heal 
meniscal tears, damage to the crescent-shaped 
cartilage that cushions the knee joint. 

But, according to researchers in Norway, exer¬ 
cise might be just as good at healing these injuries 
as surgery. They looked at 140 people whose av¬ 
erage age was 50, one half of whom had arthro¬ 
scopic surgery for degenerative meniscal tears 
and half who had exercise sessions for three 
months, followed by simple daily exercises at 
home. 

After two years, the research team, led by Nina 
Jullum Kise, an orthopedic surgeon at Martina 
Hansens Hospital, found that knee-related quality 
of life for both groups was the same - and con¬ 
cluded that exercise therapy be given to middle- 
aged people suffering with meniscal tears. 

Steven Berkman, chartered physiotherapist and 
director of BOOST PHYSIO (www.boost- 
physio .com), supports the findings and says: "On 
a daily basis our team work with several patients 
who have knee problems, who are trying to avoid 
knee surgery. Over the last 10 years, I have no¬ 
ticed the trend that knee surgeons here in London 
are more frequently referring patients with degen¬ 
erative meniscal tears for physiotherapy exercise 
therapy, rather than surgery, in the first instance." 


THE EXPERT VIEW 

Berkman says accurate diagnosis is key to 
knowing exactly what type of knee problem 
a physiotherapist is dealing with. 

"Certain meniscal tears can block the nor¬ 
mal movement of the knee joint and can cause 
further damage to the knee joint if not dealt 
with properly. Some of these cases will re¬ 
quire surgery to prevent further damage or fu¬ 
ture deterioration of the knee joint. But the 
vast majority of our patients want to avoid 
surgery if they can get as good an outcome, 
or better through exercise. 

"Knee pain or injury causes the knee mus¬ 
cles to switch off from working fully, these 
muscles should be supporting and protecting 
the knee joint. When these muscles stop doing 
their job properly the knee joint and menisci 
take even more pressure and stress. Getting 
the muscles surrounding the knee joint 
switched back on and firing correctly is key 
to successful recovery, as is regaining full 
flexibility in the knee joint and muscles." 

3 EXERCISES FOR YOUR KNEES 

Berkman recommends doing the following 
exercises if you have knee problems and says: 
"These exercises should be comfortable, if not 
seek guidance from a physiotherapist." 

1. Cycling: In the early phase of rehabilita¬ 
tion, cycling is an excellent exercise as it 
strengthens the quadriceps and hamstring 
muscles that support the knee joint, without 
placing too much pressure on the load-bear¬ 
ing surface of the cartilage that's been torn. 
Cycling is excellent with helping to improve 
flexibility in the knee joint. 

2. Inner range quadriceps: Sitting on the side 
of the bed with the affected leg straight out 
along the bed, make the knee as straight as 
possible, pushing the back of the knee down 
into the bed - you should be able to raise your 
heel of your foot off the bed while keeping 
the back of your knee down on the bed. Hold 
for 5 seconds, 20 times. Repeat as above, with 
the addition of turning your foot and knee out¬ 
wards slightly so as to engage the Vastus Me- 
dialis (part of the quadricep muscle of the 
thigh). 

3. Sit to Stand: Sitting on a chair with knees 
and hips aligned, squeeze a small ball be¬ 
tween the knees with about 50% of your max¬ 
imum power, to engage the muscles on the 
inside of the knees and thighs. Maintaining 
the squeeze, come to a standing position in a 
controlled manner, sharing weight equally be¬ 
tween the painful knee and the unaffected 
knee. Maintaining the squeeze on the ball be¬ 
tween the knees, slowly sit back down. Do 2 
sets of 10.

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GO BATTY IN THE GARDEN

THEY may conjure up images of ghostly goings- 
on around Halloween time, but bats should be 
welcomed into our gardens. 

So says RHS senior horticultural adviser Helen 
Bostock anyway, who is urging people to make 
their gardens a haven for these bird-like mam¬ 
mals, as Wild About Gardens Week approaches. 
This year, the week is focusing on supporting 
bats. 

"Most of us are starting to grasp the idea that 
there are food chains, that gardens do have their 
own ecology, and if we start losing those higher 
up the food chain, including bats, that's not good 
news for the health of the garden. 

"Moths are a big part of their diet, but they will 
also go for things that fly in dusk, like biting in¬ 
sects such as mosquitoes and midges. They will 
even go for beetles and insects on the wing. But 
they can pick off the odd insect if it's resting on a 
leaf. 

"Pest species of moth that will also likely end 
up as bat prey include tortrix moths, nibbler of 
many ornamental plants, especially conservatory 
favourites such as citrus; codling moth, familiar 
to any gardener who has bitten into a maggoty 
apple, and leek moth, the bane of leek growers." 


According to the Bat Conservation Trust, the 
presence of bats, whose numbers have declined 
over the last 50 years, is an indication of a 
healthy, insect-rich environment. 

So, how can gardeners help boost bat numbers? 
The RHS advises: 

• Plant insect-friendly flowers such as Michael¬ 
mas daisies - these will attract insects such as 
moths and make a 'bat feast'. 

• Stop mowing a patch of lawn to let the grass 
grow long, creating a habitat for insect larvae. 

• Retain mature trees in a garden; those with 
hollows can make excellent bat roosts. 

• Start a compost heap; lots of bat prey will live 
in it. 

• Put up a bat box or build your own. 

• If space allows, build a small pond or water 
feature - midges and aquatic larvae are the 
favourites of the pipistrelle bat. 

• Reduce light pollution which disorientates 
bats - fit hoods to security lighting and only use 
low intensity garden lights. 

• Avoid pesticides in the garden, especially in¬ 
secticides that will reduce the prey of bats. 

• In summer, keep cats indoors an hour before 
sunset when bats emerge from their roosts.

WHIFSTI love zooming up and down on my 
sewing machine, there’s something about the 
shorter winter nights which makes me want 
to curl up in front of the fire with a hand 
sewing project and here’s the ideal make - 
Funky little felt ornaments. They’re perfect 
for hanging on your tree or adorning that 
special present. I’ve also included a free¬ 
standing version, offering up even more dec¬ 
orating possibilities for your dinner table or 
festive mantel! 

Step 1. Trace around the wooden Christmas 
tree shape onto your green and brown felt 
and cut out the required number of pieces. 
You will need two green tree fronts and one 
brown trunk for each ornament. I used a light 
green felt which, combined with bright but¬ 
tons, gives a really modern feel to the project. 
Should you prefer a more traditional theme, 
simply use a darker felt and scarlet buttons. 

Step 2. Place the mini buttons into a pleas¬ 
ing arrangement and then stitch securely 
using matching thread. 

Step 3. Using green thread stitch around the 
tree shape, inserting a burlap loop at the top 
and the brown trunk piece at the bottom. 

Step 4. If you are making the free standing 
version, colour a craft stick with brown felt- 
tip pen and insert along with your stuffing. 

Step 5. Insert the craft stick into a large 
wooden bead or wooden sewing bobbin.

350g/12oz high quality mincemeat, preferably home¬ 
made 

200g/7oz plain flour, sifted 
40g/ IV 20 Z golden caster sugar 
75g/2 3 /4oz ground almonds 
125g/4 1 /20z unsalted butter, diced 
1 large free-range egg, beaten 
milk, to glaze 


Preparation method 

1. Lightly butter a 12-hole pie or patty tin. Tip the 
mincemeat into a bowl and stir so that the liquid is 
evenly distributed. 

2. Place the flour, sugar, almonds and butter in a food 
processor and process briefly until resembling bread¬ 
crumbs, then slowly add the egg through the feeder 
tube. (Or rub the butter into the dry ingredients by 
hand and stir in the egg.) 

3. Bring the mixture together with your hands, wrap in 
clingfilm and chill for an hour or so. Thinly roll out the 
pastry on a floured surface. Cut out 12 circles with a 
fluted pastry cutter, large enough to fill the base of the 
pre pared tin. Press gently into each hole, then fill with 
the mincemeat. 

4. Cut out another 12 slightly smaller discs and use to 
cover the mincemeat. Press the edges together to seal. 
Make a small slit in the top of each, then brush lightly 
with milk. Chill for 


about 30 minutes.

Make your own Super Santa Cupcake 


Preparation time 30 mins Cooking time 25 mins • Makes 12 cupcakes 


Ingredients 

For the Cupcake 

200g Unrefined golden caster sugar 
200g Butter (unsalted) softened • 3 eggs 
200g Self-raising flour • ltsp Vanilla extract 

For the Father Christmas Topper 

250g each of Sugar paste icing in red, choco¬ 
late, white & black • 60ml Water • Apricot lam 

Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C (160°C fan, gas 
mark 4) and line a 12 hole cupcake tin with 
cases. 

2. Cream together the butter and sugar until 
pale and fluffy, then add the eggs one by one 
mixing in well in betweenm then add the 
vanilla extract. Fold in the flour then spoon 
into the cases. 

3. Place in the oven for 20-25 minutes or 
until golden and a skewer come out clean. 

4. To make the father Christmas cake topper, 
use the red sugar paste icing and roll out a ball 
about 5cm in diameter then flatten the base. 
Next roll out a sausage about 10cm long znd 
1.5cm diameter for his arms and finally make 
a cone shape for his hat and squash the 
pointed end over to one side. 

5. Take some of the white icing and a little of 
the red and roll them together until the red 
blends in to give you a pink colour for his 
head. 

6. Next take some black icing and roll 2 small 
balls for eyes, 2 larger balls for his gloved 
hands and then roll out a little for a belt. 

7. To assemble, use a little water to glue the 
black belt onto the red body. Next finish the 


arms by attaching the black hands to the ends 
of the red ‘sausage’ shape. Then roll out some 
of the white icing until is around the end of 
the arms for his cuffs, using some water to 
glue. Then cut the arms leaving a diagonal 
edge. Attach these using a little water, squash¬ 
ing the arms around the body. 

8. Next make a small ball using the white 
icing for a pom pom and attach to the top of 
the hat. 

9. To finish, cut a disc of white icing and cut 
out a small edged piece for his beard, and 2 
smaller pieces for his moustache. Make a 
small ball using red icing for nose. The attach 
2 small balls of white icing and small black 
icing balls for his eyes. 

10. To decorate your cupcake, roll out some 
chocolate icing and cut into disc, place this on 
the cake using some warm apricot jam to stick. 
Then place the jolly father Christmas on top.
